We have too many laws, too many lawyers and too much 
government No man dares to run a business without 
lawyers to the right of him and lawyers to the left of him. 
Expensive litigation and excessive legislation are clogging 
the wheels of progress. To meet this situation the railroads are oftttmes 
compelled to take off a train and put on a lawyer; the manufacturer is oft- 
times compelled to close down a furnace and put on a Uwyer; the tanner is 
ofttlmes compelled to sell a steer to pay the Uwyers. tor the mM who digs 
in the ground usuaUy pays the freight and every artMa WMM B* aays 
carries on the price Ug court costs and lawyers' fees. 

There are In the United States 115.000 lawyers and about twenty thousand 
courts of various jurisdiction which cost the people of this nation approxi- 
mately |1 600,000.000 per annum. It costs more to run the legal affairs in this 
nation than it does to clothe all the people. It costs more to settle legal dis- 
putes than it does to run our educational and religious institutions and care 
for the health of all the people combined. Less than three per cent of our 
population are able to employ lawyers to Interpret the mass of legal lore 
that burdeaa our atatute books. The remaining ninety-seven per cent have 
to take tka raw staff ilgkt out of tba miu. 

Wa an a goremoMat by lawyers and for lawyers. It la they who are 
raapoaslMo tor the leghdatlTa cure«Us. espionage, unroot and buslnees dls- 
tnrbanea that lateat our statute books, for at the source of moot every law 
It a lawyer. Thay have in no case lowered the price of the commodity or 
beaaated tha people bat they have burdened tadaatnr aaf ffaatralned oooip 
meroe and hara buttt up their protMsiao uatll It im mm m •ovarasMat. tn* 
aaaisee buainesa aad tarrorites progress. 

There is no mora Taluable cltlxen In our land than a patrlotM^ mtm, 
eoaacientlous lawyer, seeking to direct the ship ot state through the tor- 
tuous channels of 20th century civilisation ; piloting a boalness through the 
leglskltlTe billows that dash with maddened fury across Its pathway and 
whoee geaiue can calm the fear and command the confidence of the people 
in the integrity of Republican iaatitutlons, but there Is no greater peril to 
society than a political lawyer who seeks to prostitute government, staia 
business with suspicion and arouse distrust In the minds of the people. 
Unfortunately the latter class are a strong factor In the profession, ofttlmes 
in high places, and unless the better class unite In driving the quacks from 
their midst an outraged public opinion wUl administer a rebuke that Will 
humble the pride, cruab tha hope and amask tha power of tba profsssiaa aad 
reduce its possibilities to aShas. 



NO CHILDREN IN THE MINES. 



Califernis Eliminatee Children Under 
Sixteen Wrm Minee and Quarriee. 
Among the new limits estabUahed by 

the Calltomia child labor law of 1016 
is a sixteen year limit for mines and 
quarries. California has mining prod- 
ucts valued at more than $tUl,000,000. 
according to the lUlO eeusus, but she 
has never before set an age limit for 
the children who might be emphnyad 
in their productton. 

Now that a sixteen year limit haa 
been adopted no fourteen or fifteen 
year old trapper Itoys will be found 
among the vicilius of an explosion, as 
was the case In West Virginia last 
year, nor will their thoughtlessness t>e 
the cause of disasters in which others 
are killsd, aa It aometlmes is what* 
boys under alxteaa are paculttaS to 
work In mines. 

Mining has the highest fatal accident 
rate of nny Industry, but quarrying is 
not far behind, A signal boy waa 
craahsi to death by a tslUng Meaa la

A nuniUer of mining states having 
iKith mines and (juurrles have adopted 
a sixteen year limit for mines only, 
forgetting that the dangers from fall- 
Ipw stspa and hlairtsgrtka tha praa- 
easa of panng boy* la foairlaa a rMt 
to be avoided. 

California's action is regarded as 
particularly stgiiiflcant l)y the National 
Child Labor (^ommittee In view of the 
"law of rccurreure" which L>r.

rural free delivery service 

Members of Congress declare that 
complaints they are reoeivlng from 
both rural mall carriers and patrons 
have been numerous and bitter in the 
last few BMBtha than tor yaars be- 
fore. 

Rural carriers claim that they have 
suffered chiefly on two counts; one 
that although they are under civil 
service there hare been hundreds of 
(lismlssalB without just cause; the 
other that their routes have been 
lengthened and 'their work lacreaaed 
without additional pay. 

The complaints from patrons of the 
rural routes are uniformly based up- 
on sweeping redultions In the service. 

The conditions causing these com- 
plaints are due to the failure of the 
postofflce appropriation bill and the 
consequent neceaaity fbr managing 
(be postal service under a re-enact- 
ment of last year's appropriation. 

The principal changea ordered by 
the department reducing the carrier 
force arise, first, by the proposed con- 
solidation of about 1,600 routes twen- 
ty-flve miles long into half that num- 
ber fifty milee long: aecond. In lenght- 
enlng the standard roiites and still 
further reducing the carrier force; 
third, by making one carrier eerve two 
routes on alternate days and dropping 
the extra carrier. It Ib estimated that 
more than 2,000 rural carriers have 
lost their piaoea iwder these reduc- 
tiona 

The patrons of the rural routes 
base their criticisms, first, on the 
claim that many have had to move 
their mall boxes at least half a mile 
from former locations and they In- 
stead ot the carriera, must travel that 
dlatance for mall; aecond, that In- 
stead of getting mail six times a week 
they receive it only every other day; 
third, that all theae changea cripple 
the efldaaay of the parcel post serv- 
ice, especially as to perishable goods. 
I'here la also a general complaint of 
curtallmeat ot the rural tree deHYsry 
service. 

Mass meetings of patrons have been 
held in many localities protesting 
against the demoralisation of their 
service and are dally t>ecomlng more 
frequent. 

Reports from aaaociatlona of rural 
carriera claim that not only have the 

men lost their enthusiasm for the 
service, but through fear of dismissal 
have reaigned. Thia Is largely the re- 
sult. It Is said, of department instruc- 
tions to have Democratic postmasters, 
instead of f'ivil Service inspectors, 
make confidential reports upon the 
qualiflcatioao of oarrlara aa a baala 
for reductions. This arrangement has 
opened the way to rank discrimination 
la favar af Da a wera t lc oarrlara.
